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THE DEVELOPMENT OF CHRYSOTILE ASBESTOS 
IN SOUTH AFRICA 
By: W. E Sinclair, M1.M.M. 


There are few countries that possess, in their mineral 
resources, all the known varieties of commervial asbestos. 
South Africa is one of the few that enjoy this unique 
position and, although only three of the varieties, viz: 
amosite, chrysotile and crocidolite are produced in any 
quantity, the total output is not an insignificant item in 
the country’s economy. The total value last vear was clo. e 
on ten million pounds. 

Chrysotile resources are not as abundant as_ the 
amphibole varieties. For some unaccountable reason there 
is a lack of large massive deposits, such as those in Canada, 
and an absence of the widespread distribution typical of 
Rhodesia. The good quality of the local chrysotile, how- 
ever, somewhat makes up for this deficiency. 

For these reasons, interest is naturally focussed on the 
question of chrysotile development and especially the 
possibility of new or extended discoveries in the most 
likely geological regions. Following the early discoveries, 
extensive investigation in the past fifty years has proved 
that many small and scattered occurrences are widely dis- 
tributed throughout the country, but so far no substantial 
field has been located. 

Strangely enough, chrysotile, the best known of all 
asbestos varieties, was not the first to be found in South 
Africa. In 1803-1806, crocidolite* was first discovered in 
the Cape Provinee, but no work was done until 1893, when 
the first output was recorded. 

Following this development and the marked progress 
in the industry, as a result of the opening up of the ex- 
tensive Canadian deposits, (which had, by then, been 
worked for thirty years) prospecting and exploration for 
possible chrysotile occurrences were instigated all over the 
country. As a result, the first discovery was made in the 
Eastern Transvaal, near Carolina, in 1896. Here, the

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chrysotile was found in serpentinized dolomite within a 
few feet of the contact of several dolerite sills that lie in 
the dolomite at different horizons. The asbestos veins occur 
in channels which follow the bedding planes of the dolo- 
mite. Serpentinization of the dolomite and the formation 
of the asbestos are due to contact metamorphism by in- 
trusive sills. The formation extends for a distance of some 
twenty miles, but the fibre distribution is not continuous 
and large payable ore-bodies are therefore limited. Ex- 
ploitation, however, was commenced along the surface out- 
crop in several localities, exposing chrysotile of excep- 
tional quality. Work on these deposits accounted for the 
first recorded production of chrysotile, which amounted to 
88 tons in 1906. 

Later on it was found that this class of sedimentary 
chrysotile deposits occurred in many parts of the country, 
but were rarely found to be of any considerable size. 
CGeologieally, the mode of occurrence, the features and the 
quality of fibre in these deposits form a striking parallel 
to those in Arizona. 

After these early developments, extended exploration 
resulted in the discovery of deposits containing chrysotile 
in serpentine rocks. This was in 1908, first in the Kaapsche 
Hoop area and then east of Carolina, where the Kalkkloof 
Mine ultimately opened up and produced asbestos for a 
considerable time. In the first named area, the Amianthus 
and Munnik Myburgh mines started exploitation of the 
deposits situated on the lower slopes of the Drakensberg 
range (1909). This formation, like the Kaikkloof zone, 
consists of a somewhat uncommon form of chrysotile in 
serpentine. The veins are found anastomosing in a fairly 
regular tabular channel and not in the more usual massive 
stockwork pattern. In some horizons fibre deposition con- 
sists of countless seams of ribbon fibre while in others the 
fibre, of extra fine quality, occurred in substantial lengths. 

Early production from these mines soon boosted out- 
put to 330 tons in 1909. When fully developed, production 
was gradually stepped up to over 1,000 tons, (in 1922), 
by which time prospecting, south of that area, had dis- 
closed indications of several massive type serpentine for- 
mations in the Jamestown Series near Barberton.

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From 1920 to 1930, intensive exploration was centered 
around this district to follow more closely the mineralized 
serpentine belt, which appeared to extend roughly east and 
west of Barberton. However, the irregularity of the ser- 
pentines associated with the characteristic basic schists of 
the Jamestown Series was found to form only scattered 
ore-bodies of economic importance. The most outstanding 
of these was a large deposit located just over the border in 
Swaziland. This now forms the Havelock Mine which, since 
1939, has produced an average output of 30,000 tons of 
high quality chrysotile annually. Other deposits that have 
since developed into producing mines in the Barberton area 
are, African Chrysotile, Msauli Asbestos and Barberton 
Chrysotile. Between these undertakings and Carolina is a 
development of serpentine in which several mines are 
located, principally Stolzburg, Sterksspruit and _ other 
smaller propositions. 

The phenomenal and steady increase in chrysotile 
output from a little over 1,000 tons in 1922 to nearly 
15,000 tons in 1930, reflects the results of operations on 
some of these mines, a state of affairs that was further 
substantiated by a jump to 16,855 tons in 1937. 

This development gave a decided fillip to a further 
wave of prospecting, not only in the region of the Eastern 
Transvaal, but also in other provinces. Small bodies of 
chrysotile in serpentine were found near Krugersdorp, 
Messina and near Potgietersrust, all in the Transvaal, but 
these have not proved to be large enough to be of economic 
importanee. The same might be said of the sedimentary 
type discoveries, which are fairly widely distributed in 
various parts of the country. It seems unfortunate that 
this is so because, in general, they carry fibre of excellent 
spinning quality and are non-ferrous and of high tensile 
strength 

It is a curious thing that the only serpentine chrysotile 
occurrence outside of the Transvaal is in Natal, near 
Kranzkop. It is strange too that this deposit is quite unlike 
any other in the country; indeed it is of most unusual 
form. The chrysotile seams occur along a vertical contact 
between serpentine rocks and a tongue-like body of fine 
grained aplite. The fibre, however, is not of consistently 
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good quality and, therefore, because of uncertain demand 
the orebody has only been worked spasmodically. 

This example of poorish chrysotile may truthfully be 
said to be the only one known in the many that have been 
exploited. In most of these, the asbestos is of fine quality 
and of good average length as is borne out by the following 
averages of proportional commercial grades recovered from 
normal production :

The production of shorter grades is not ineluded in 
the above, but it is indicated that there is a growing in- 
crease in the recovery of Refuse or Shorts, classed in 
Group No. 7, as the demand warrants. 

Quality of fibre has promoted certain confidence in 
the industry, as indicated in the remarkable expansion 
despite the absence of a substantial field. An overall pic- 
ture of the fifty year life, since 1907, when 88 tons were 
produced, to 1957, when 25,646 tons valued at £1,335,695 
were recovered, speaks for itself. 


ASTM TO HAVE RECORD TECHNICAL PROGRAM 


Another record for technical programs of the Ameri- 
can Society for Testing Materials will be established at 
San Francisco, October 11-16, 1959, when the Society will 
convene for its 3rd Pacific Area National Meeting with 
headquarters at the Sheraton-Palace. Three years of 
planning with more than a year of intensive work by the 
committees concerned will be culminated in an outstanding 
program of 53 technical sessions, five industry luncheons, 
an exhibit of instruments and apparatus, a group of 
educational visits to industrial laboratories and plants, 
and an extensive ladies’ entertainment program. 

The five industry luncheons are: Petroleum and 
Chemicals, Electronics, Statistics, Industrial Water, and 
Cement and Concrete. 
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CHANGE IN JEFFREY MINE PROGRAM 
Canadian Johns-Manville Limited 


Due to rising labor and material costs, underground 
mining operations have now become uneconomical as com- 
pared to open pit mining. Therefore, Canadian Johns- 
Manville Limited has decided to expand its open pit 
operations, and in three years’ time underground opera- 
tions will be abandoned. Open pit mining also allows better 
selection of ore for the mill. Open pit ore is drier and 
therefore requires less drying. These operations cost less 
than underground mining. They also allow for a better 
selection of the mineral, and faster and more economical 
method of drying. 

Improvements in design and equipment for open pit 
mining will change the mining picture at Jeffrey Mine. 
The changes have resulted in the decision to enlarge open 
pit production capacity from the present 12,000 tons per 
day to a potential of 30,000 tons per day of ore and 12,000 
tons per day of waste. 

The result of the program will be the eventual closing 
of the underground mine. However, normal turnover of 
man-power and increasing man-power requirements in the 
open pit should not affect the present labor foree to any 
great extent. 

The program is scheduled for completion in approxi- 
mately three years and involves several changes and addi- 
tions to present open pit procedures. 

1. Further overburden stripping and waste rock min- 
ing as required, since it is necessary to enlarge the open 
pit on the upper levels to allow ore mining on the deeper 
levels. 

2. A system to complement truck haulage will be used, 
since the limit ‘at which truck haulage, alone, is most 
economical, has been reached. The system to be used is an 
inclined skipway of which there will be two, one for ore 
and one for waste. 

To allow for ore mining at deeper levels, the rim of 
the pit will be enlarged and will require stripping of the 
overburden which will be done by the same method as is 
presently being used by McNamara Construction Company.

It will be required to strip approximately 8,000,000 cubie 
yards of overburden in addition to the 4,000,000 that is 
presently being removed. This will push the pit limits 
back on all sides of the pit with the exception of the area 
between Notre Dame Street and Manville Avenue, where 
the present stripping has progressed as close as is necessary 
to St. Aime’ Street. 

All the property necessary to this operation has been 
acquired and buildings are being torn down in preparation 
for the stripping contractor to move in. It will also be 
necessary to relocate some of the town sewer system within 
this area to a route along the new pit edge in the area 
between Notre Dame Street and Legendre Street and west 
of an extension to Lebel Street. It is also necessary to 
replace the Valley Loco House with a new locomotive shop 
since stripping will take place in this location. The new 
loco shop will be located north of Manville Avenue and 
west of the Factory. 

Since the final pit wall will be maintained at an 
angle of 45°, it is necessary to mine waste rock below the 
overburden to provide for the opening of ore reserves on 
the levels below. The waste rock mined in this operation 
will be trucked to the waste skipway, hoisted to surface, 
loaded into rail cars, and disposed of at the Elliott dump. 

The skipways system is one in which a loaded car or 
skip is pulled up an inclined railroad and dumped while 
an empty skip is simultaneously lowered on the other track 
and filled. The skips will have a capacity of 35 tons which 
is required to hoist the required daily tonnage from the 
lower levels, 35 ton trucks will also gradually replace the 
present 22 ton trucks to match the skip capacities. The 
trucks drive over a loading structure and dump into bins 
which are in turn dumped into the skips. 

The skips are hoisted by means of hoists similar to 
those used in the underground mine, but require 2%,” 
diameter wire ropes because of the larger weights hoisted. 
Each skipway will comprise a hoist house, headframe, 
trackway and drive-over loading structure. The headframe 
in the ore skipway will house four jaw crushers, which 
will crush the pit ore. The crushed ore will then be con- 
veyed to the mill by conveyor belts. The waste skipway

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headframe will include a bin from which the waste rock 
will be transferred to railroad ears for disposal. 

The program also required further changes which in- 
clude moving of the railroad line south of Manville Avenue 
to a new location farther from the pit edge. Some power 
lines and other services on the west side of the pit must 
also be moved.

A Five-Year Pian 


Chairman Melvin H. Baker of National Gypsum Com- 
pany announced the most ambitious expansion program in 
his Company’s history—a five year, $125-million plan for 
new plants, acquisitions and increased production at exist- 
ing facilities. 

According to Mr. Baker, ‘* America will soon begin a 
decade of great growth supported by population increases 
and demands on industry and commerce” 

‘*This will greatly increase the need for all types of 
construction and building materials. National Gypsum 
must grow with the nation to maintain our ability to 
properly serve America’s construction needs.’’ 

The primary objectives of National’s 1960-65 expan- 
sion program are to expand its markets to inelude the 
entire North American continent, and to substantially in- 
crease sales volume and income. 

National Gypsum will build three new gypsum plants 

-one in California opening the West Coast to its pro- 
ducts plus new plants to serve principal Canadian markets. 

The new plant at Waukegan, Illinois now is in pro- 
duction and coverage of the Great Lakes market soon will 
be completed when the gypsum plant at Lorain, Ohio 
comes into production early next year. 

The Company’s plans for new gypsum plants eall for 
additional paper mills to take care of its expanding paper 
requirements. National Gypsum currently operates five 
paper mills in the United States. 

The Company is also planning other acquisitions over 
the next five years. 

‘*Before we can cover the U.S. market, we will need 
to expand cement operations by acquiring several other 
cement mills’’, Mr. Baker stated. The Company entered 
the cement business by aequiring the Huron Portland 
Cement Co. of Detroit through a 467 million stoek trans- 
action. 

National Gypsum also planned a broad program of 
expansion for existing production facilities over the next

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 

General business continues to set new records in many 
areas. Gross national product, number of people employed 
and many other recognized barometers of our economic 
health have set new all time highs in the past few weeks. 

As this is written the steel strike is four days old and 
already has caused substantial fringe damage through un- 
employment of many workers in closely allied industries 
such as coal mining and transportation. This strike at the 
moment poses the only serious threat to continuing in- 
creases in production in most industries. Everyone hopes 
of course for a prompt, equitable but non-inflationary 
settlement. Just how such an ‘‘all things to all people’’ 
settlement can be achieved is a real problem. The length 
of the strike will determine whether its effect on the 
economy will be relatively mild or quite serious. 





ASBESTOS—RAW MATERIAL 

A review of first half total Canadian shipments for 
the current year indicate a 17% increase over the same 
period last year, and every indication leads us to believe 
that the industry should attain by vear end a 20% to 25% 
increase over 1958. 

Export shipments have shown a market improvement 
over the last two months and are currently running at 
approximately 23% above 1958—this for the first five 
months bnly.

Sales will fall off as they prepare for bringing cut 1960 
models in September and October of 1959. The outlook 
should continue to be strong for the remainder of this year. 


Asbestos Paper. The demand for this product con- 
tinues to come in at the same rate as previous months with 
some new interest in special asbestos papers. Demand still 
well below capacity to produce but competition is keen for 
all available business. It is anticipated that the volume for 
the balanee of 1959 will be somewhat dependent upon ‘the 
duration of the steel strike. Orders for Millboard have 
mildly inereased during the month in anticipation of 
getting as much raw materials ready for fabrication with 
steel as possible, prior to the strike. The outlook for the 
remainder of 1959 is bright for this product since there 
have been several new uses found for it which should 
represent quite a considerable volume. 


High Pressure Insulation. Orders for this material are 
being received at about the same rate as last month and the 
competitive condition has not changed concerning the keen 
competition among contractors for given jobs. Volume is 
expected to increase during the third and fourth quarters 
based upon the work on the drawing boards at present, as 
well as another round of insulation work for public utilities.

Construction contracts in the United States in June 
rose sharply over May on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
according to F. W. Dodge Corporation, although they are 
still slightly below the all-time peak reached in June of 
last year. The:Dodge Index of total contracts reached 258 
in June, as cofmpared with 259 in May. The dollar value of 
contracts in June was $3,659,017,000, down 4% from June, 
1958. 

According to Dodge vice president and economist Dr. 
George Cline Smith, the decline of 4% on the year-to-year 
comparison was negligible, in view of the fact that June. 
1958 ‘‘ was the highest month ever recorded, partly because 
of government stimulation of housing and highways as an 
anti-recession measure at that time. The current figure 
is almost as high, but without these special stimulants. ‘The 
greatest gain over last year was the manufacturing build- 
ing category, up 89% from June, 1958. The long-awaited 
upturn in industrial building is now well established.”’ 
Other sharp gains were in apartment buildings, up 46° 
over June, 1958; one and two-family houses, up 30% 
and commercial buildings, up 24% 

On the negative side, the heavy engineering categories 
generally made a poor showing in June, with declines in all 
types except sewerage systems. Declines were particularly 
sharp in contracts for electric light and power systems, 
highways and airports. The decline in highways was to be 
expected, because of last year’s abnormal speed-up as a 
recession-curing device. Total heavy engineering contracts 
were $842,063,000,, down 43% from a vear ago. 

Residential contracts for June, at $1,761,621,000, were 
up 29% from last year; non-residential buildings, at 
$1,055,333,000, were up 8%

The 66th Annual General Meeting of The Cape Asbestos Co. 
Ltd. was held on June 12, 1959 and reports and balance sheets as 
of December 31, 1958 were submitted.
